EDISON CRITICISES GOVERNMENT

Miguel Samaniego, who captured 
Mocteszuma, Sonora, March 16, looted 
the town, according to advices received 
here today, and continued eastward 
with plunder valued at $25,000. 
Ranches owned by Americans suffered 
most, every head of live stock and 
even fowl, being killed or carried off. 

M. G. Medina, judge of the First 
Instance of Moctezuma, was executed. 
His court clerk, Leopoldo Herrera, 
and Cornelio Arvizu, a wealthy citi- 
2en, also were shot, after the May- 
torena garrison fied. Ten citizens of 
the town were killed during the fight- 
ing, during which Samaniego tost 
forty-eight of his force killed and 
eighteen wounded. 

No confirmation has been received of 
the report that Nacozari had been cap- 
tured. This district is said te be com- 
pletely dominated by Yaqui Indians 
who are hostile to all Mexican factions.

The steel-pointed nose of the wagon 
tongue had rammed against the basin 
and had clipped off a ragged section, 
which it will be impossible-to repair. 
Then the horses were permitted to 
rub their heads against the tree, pul! 
at its fronds, leaving it in a tattered 
and unsightly condition. 

Before the basins had been in place 
half an hour thoughtless persons had 
begun tossing refuse into them and 
using them as handy cuspidors. A 
popeorn vendor threw a can of dis- 
carded grease into the basin ‘nearest 
him, and the keeper of a little florist 
stand had the impudence to toss his 
castof® blooms into a basin in his vi- 
cinity. 

This attitude of the public has 
shocked the members of the commit- 
tee who have gone to great expense 
and pains to secure permanent street 
adornment. At first it was believed 
that merely a spirit of mischief ac- 
tuated the malefactors, but more se- 
rious and offensive violations have es- 
tablished the fact that vandals have 
deliberately laid their blighting touch 
upon the basins and the palm trees, 
have ruthlessly uprooted the vines and 
flowers, deliberately broken the basins 
and torn the palm trees and scratched 
the basins with hard substances in 
crude drawings of an undesirable na- 
ture and poetry of the debased. 

An ordinance has already been 

protecting this decoration, and 
violation of it such as has repeatedly 
been committed is punishable by 
heavy fine and imprisonment. The 
police have been notified that all such 
vandalism. must stop, and from now 
on every person found in any way in- 
juring or defacing the trees or basin 
will be prosecuted vigorously. The 
police judges have indicated their in- 
terest in seeing that the practice is 
stopped at once, and to avoid repeti- 
tions, unusual severity will be em- 
ployed in passing sentence on per- 
sons found guilty.

militant, professional, state Socialists, 
such as Adolph Wagner, are de- 
lighted, and in Russia Prof. Isaikoff, 
who has written a ton of books on 
Socialism, holds that after the war 


political individualism will be dead. 


Armageddon has put the state in 
charge of nearly everything. The 
longer the war lasts the more state 
Socialism there will be. If f lasts 
five years, as Prince Buelow. thinks 
possible, the hopes of Marx and 
Liebknecht Will be realized, and if it 
lasts twenty, as Premier Asquith 
adumbrates, we shall attain the wild- 
est visions of Fourier. 

This is a paradox. The Socialists 
claim to be a peace garty, but what 
they could not get through peace they 
will get through war. When war 
broke out shortsighted people said 
that Socialism had disappeared. So- 
cilalists everywhere—in France, Ger- 
many and Austria—estuck patriotical- 
ly to their governments. The short- 
sighted proclaimed that by this sur- 
render to Chauvinism the Socialists 
gave their cause away. In reality the 
Socialists were unconsciously doing 
Socialism their best conceivable serv- 
ice. They were helping the state to 
realize Prof. Wagner's old prediction, 
that “war on the scale of our mod- 
ern million armies can be provided 
for economically only if the state have 
refuge to the most drastic schemes of 
Socialistic expropriation.”” The war is 
a bloody way of realizing Socialist no- 
tions. A social revolution might be 
equally bloody, and it would have no 
chance of success. %,. 

SOCIALISM IN GERMANY. 

Germany, which led state Socialism 
in time of peace, easily keeps the lead 
in time of war. Germany first has 
made a state corner of all the food 
supplies of her 70,000,000 population. 
The Federal Council has declared that 
from February 1 all grain and flour 
belong to the state. It forbids the 
sale and purchase of grain. Owners 
of corn must report their stocks. The 
state wijl take them over at its own 
price. Distribution to the population 
will be done by the local self-govern- 
ing organs. No man or woman will 
get more than two kilograms of 
flour, which is four German pounds, 
a week. “That is enough for life.” 
And the town and county municipali- 


ties will be obliged to collect pro- 
visions for preserving and canning. 
The government will tell the citizen 
what to eat; and it requests him, if he 
can afford meat and dear foods, not 
to. consume his two kilograms of 
flour, so that the surplus may go to 
the poor.

War has acted as a ma- 
gician’s wand. The Bundesrat, or the 
military authorities, realize without a 
word of opposition the extremest So- 
cialist's dreams. 
IN OTHER COUNTRIES. 


France, Russia-and England are all 
deep in war-Socialistic experiments. 
Immediately after war began France 
and England put their private rail- 
roads under state control. English 
railroad nationalizers have thundered 
for this reform for fifty years, but 
state-Socialistic war first brought the 
reform... The British state immediate- 
ly began to deal in sugar on a vast 
acale, and the other belligerent states 
set to regulating prices. Russia's Min- 
ister of Commerce Timasheff threat-« 
ens that food supplies will be seized. 
Food prices rushed up after the war, 
bchiefly because mobilization hampered 
transport. When mobilization was fin- 
ished and transport had become nor- 
mal food prices stayed up. That, 
says Timasheff, is speculation! The 
remedy is to appropriate to the state 
all food supplies. In England food 
prices have risen 20 per cent. or even 
more. The chief cause is the rise in 
speculation. The malcontents urge 
did; to expropriate, if necessary, the 
cargo ships, and to import food direct.

All these socialistic measures are 
War measures. But they will remain 
peace Measures. Unless one of the 
combatant groups abandons its plan 
to crush entirely the Other, the war 
probably will last for years. In these 
years the conditions which have com- 
pelled the states to socialistic ex- 
propriations wil! continue: and will be 
accentuated. There will be more and 
more drastic measures. The present 
revolutionary measures will become 
normal, and people will wonder how 
they ever lived in an age of private 
ownership of bread. The state bread 
monopoly will seem as natural and as 
inevitable as did the state tobacco and 
match monopolies which existed in 
France before the war. 

Socialistic war monopolies will per- 
sist after the war also because the vis 
inertia of bureaucracy makes for their 
persistence. Every new war monopoly 
means more officials. The officials are 
salaried and pensionable men. A Eu- 
ropean state never under any condi- 
tions throws its officials out of em- 
ployment. If a monopoly is abandoned 
some other monopoly must take its 
place. When war broke out Russia 
had to stop the state traffic in vodka. 
Vodka and war could not go together.

Germany’s new bread monopoly will 
mean state or municipal employment 
of thousands of officials. ese will 
consider they have a right to salaries 
for life. That wil! make it impossible 
to do away with the bread moncpoly 
when peace comes. This will be true 
of other monopolies. Russia proposes 
to replace the drink monopoly with 
temporary war monopolies of tea and 
tobacco. Once these monopolies are 
introduced they must be kept. 

MORE ARMAMENTS. 


Probably the political state of Eu- 
rope after the war will also keep war 
socialism in being. The war, which- 
ever side wins, will mean more arma- 
ments, more militarism, and more 
economic defense measures. States 
which find out in this war that they 
have been weakened by insufficient 
home production of products necessary 
for army and for civilian population 
will resort tc“#Pate socialistic measures 
in order to be better secured in the 
next wars. England, threatened by 
German submarines, has not enough 
wheat; and Germany is without cop- 
per, lead, and other indispensable war 
things. The states will have to lay in 
stocks of these things, so as to pro- 
vide for the next rainy war day. The 
agitators In England and Germany 
who have for twenty years been clam- 
oring that the state should store up 
food and other necessaries are being 
justified by this war. If the states had 
adopted this course, Germany would 
not have needed to cut down her flour 
supply to two kilograms a week; 
and England could afford to laugh at 
Tirpitz’s threat to torpedo from sub- 
ge the ships which bring her 
ood. 

States at war and in difficulty can- 
not stop their socialism where they 
will, One measure leads to another. 
Germany's Bundesrat has issued 
nearly 700 ‘war regulations and 
prohibitions concerning the produc- 
tion, employment, import and export, 
and prices of raw and manufactured 
goods, Not content with compulsory 
distribution of bread, the German 
Bundesrat is taking measures to com- 
pel the production of more wheat and 
rye. It has before it a bill forbidding 
the cultivation of beet on more than 
a specified proportion of the present 
beet area. By driving out beet; the 
government will compel the cultiva- 
tion of wheat and rye. Any one who 
grows beet where he should grow 
wheat or rye will go to jail From 
thie it is only a short step to compel- 
ling the farmer directly to grow wheat 
or rye. Another bill now under prep- 
aration adumbrates that. In any dis- 
trict where the wheat-sown area does 
not exceed that wheat-sown area of 
past years by a certain figure, the 
“Landrat” will report to the provin- 
cial president, who will have the right 
to compel farmers te plant more 
wheat. 

This socialistic war measure, says 
Prof. Fischer, involves other socialistic 
War measures. Even a war socialized 
state cannot compel a farmer to grow 
wheat at a loss. So the state must 
guarantee the farmer cheap seed, 
manure and labor; or it must guaran- 
tee him prices which will yield him a 
living profit. If higher prices than 
these were charged the consumer 
would suffer. So the state will have 
to decide what is a living profit for 
a farmer or for a landed proprietor. 
In deciding this, the state will be fix- 
ing men’s income. Further than this 
few Marxian Socialists could go. 

WAGNER'S VIEW. 

Prof. Adolph Wagner holds that the 
war-nationalizing of one class of pro- 
duction entails the nationalizing of 
others, so that no class may be fa- 
vored. Further, nationalizing will be 


l}compelled by the exigencies of the 


state at war. The government will 
directly manufacture everything ne- 
c ry not only for the army but for

Story of the Conquest. 

[In the following authoritative 
sketch of this transcendent; im- 
portant public enterprise, four of fts 
principal phases only are touched upon 
more or less fully, viz.: (1) A his- 
torical narrative of the project is given 
from the beginning, and the story of 
the long conflict is told; (2) the con- 
ception and inception of the mighty 
project are traced, the tremendous en- 
gineering and collateral obstacles that 
had to overcome are partially de- 
scribed, and the triumphant conclusion 
is but inadequately portrayed; (3) the 
“high spots” in the legal story of this 
cause celebre are brought out ; and, (4) 
some justifiable editorial conclusions 
round out the entire presentation 


made. | 
‘THE history of the inception, con- 

struction and putting to use of the 
Los Angeles Aqueduct is unique in the 
annals of American municipalities. In 
the first place it is amazing that an en- 
terprise of such unquestionable merit, 
one that was calculated to bestow so 
many blessings on a great community, 
should have been opposed so stubborn- 
ly, and by some of its antagonists so 
viciously. It is also remarkable that 
these attacks were many sided, that 
they came from widely different, dis- 
connected sources, each stamped with 
its own special brand of iniquity or 
ignorance. 

That the assailants of the people’s 
enterprise belonged to different camps, 
that they had little or nothing in com- 
mon with each other, and probably sel- 
dom or never joined forces, made the 
task of combatting them more complex 
and difficult. 

Every predatory attack was rooted 
in the mire of private greed, unscrupu- 
lous selfishness or ignorance. They 
had to be uprooted one by one, exposed 
to the light of truth, and destroyed. 

The first opposition to the aqueduct 
project came from a few shortsighted 
and timid persons such as are to be 
found in any community. These had 
no desire to harm the city. They were 
merely afraid to tackle a proposition 
that was too big for them to compre- 
hend. . They were too few in numbers 
to constitute any serious or effective 
opposition, and are only referred to 
here for the sake of narrating com- 
pletely the obstacles that had to be and 
have been overcome. 

Then came the more sinister and 
more powerfully-waged fight of private 
interests. Local power companies 
sought to frighten the people by a cam- 
paign of misrepresentation. They op- 
posed the project because they did not 
wish to have the city enter into compe- 
tition with them in the power business. 
Then came the fight for water rights in 
Owens River Valley. 

These contests for possession of 
sources of supply, while contemporane- 
ous with the opposition of local cor- 
porations and identical with them in so 
far as they were actuated by selfish- 
ness, were made by different interests. 
The local corporations lost their fight 
to destroy the project before it could 
get started when the people ignored 
their clamors and voted bonds to build 
the conduit. 

The fight for control of streams on 
the Owens River watershed continued, 
and appears to be active now, in spite 
of the fact that the city has been given 
rights by the United States govern- 
ment, and is assured by its attorneys]

that these rights cannot be successfully 
assailed. 

At the beginning of construction the 
Aqueduct was also assailed by disturb- 
ers, Socialists and mendacious en- 
gineers. These attacks came from an 
entirely different quarter than thos¢ 
traced to certain private interests 
whose only motive was to get some- 
thing for themselves.at the expense of 
the city. The Socialistic attacks were 
so rabid and ridiculous, so obviously 
untrue, and men connected with them 
so devoid of civic honor that they were 
given no credence except by the few 
whose ignorance and credulity were 
imposed upon. 

These Socialistic attacks’ retarded 
nor impeded the Aqueduct project not 
at all. They did have this bad effect, 
that they caused the dissemination of 
damaging misstatements in other com- 
munities. Deplorable and despicable 
as it may seem, men were found in 
some of these communities envious of 
the superior advantages and greater 
growth of the foremost city, who were 
all too willing to take a whack at her, 
regardless of the truth or of the source 
of their misstatements. 

Worse still was the astonishing cam- 
paign of detraction begun and con- 
tinued by the malodorous F. C. Finkle 
and other engineers. Finkle and his ilk 
have tried to damage the Aqueduct 
project by disseminating the most 
brazen falsehoods concerning it. They 
have gone to such ridiculous extremes, 
and their allegations have been so com- 
pletely overthrown, that they have 
been swallowed up in a monstrosity of 
their own creation. Discredited by the 
people and by the courts their harm 
for evil has been rendered nil. Their 
reckless articles in the few publications 
that have had the bad judgment to 
print them carry no weight. The peo- 
ple do not fear these men nor anything 
they may do. They have merely cast 
them out. The battle is ended. 


Along entirely different lines was the 
menace of bad politics, the efforts of 


desperate politicians to get their fingers 


in the pie for obviously selfish reasons. 
S. C. Graham and Frank G. Henderson, 
appointed as public service commis- 
sioners for political reasons, foolishly 
sought to put through a scheme where- 
by the city would spend and lose many 
millions of dollars to build a “high 
line” canal, that the aqueduct water 
might be illegally carried to remote 
communities and sold. Where now is 
Graham, eke Henderson, tambien? 
Contrary though it was to the dic- 
tates of good business and common 
sense, conflicting though it was with 
the programme of distributing the 
water economically to contiguous ter- 
ritory, where it would do the most 


good, this scheme was supported by 
many persons whose motives were 
dubious, and who were selfish enough 
and unpatriotic enough to try to use 


the city’s magnificent aqueduct prop- 


erty in their emasculating, debasing 
game of politics. 
because the people, detecting its rotten- 
ness, voted it down. 


The scheme failed 


Most indefensible of all the attacks 


on the Aqueduct was the recent suit to 
have the city enjoined from delivering 
Owens River water on the alleged 
ground that it is impure. Deliberately 
groundless and reckless reports of al- 
leged experts were printed in advance 
of the trial, seeking to make falsehood 
appear to be truth.

No pains nor money were spared in 


the trial to prove that the water is pol- 
luted. How miserably the effort failed 
has been shown by the testimony ad- 
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duced and the decision of Superior 
Judge Lewis R. Works, who felt that 
it was his duty, in the interests of 
truth, not only to decide unqualifiedly 
for the city, but to declare in the 
strongest language that the Aqueduct 
brings to Los Angeles a wholesome, 
safe and absolutely sanitary water. In 
the light of his sweeping conclusion, 
and his statement that the overwhelm- 
ing weight of testimony shows the 
water to be pure, the dastardly attempt 
to befoul not only the city’s water sup- 
ply but her good name likewise, ap- 
pears pitiful and ridiculous, if the peo- 
ple were not so aroused to anger and 
indignation against the degra and 
defeated ones. 

Now, with every phase of the long 
battle won, a magnificent supply of 
pure water already at the city’s gates, = 
the work of distribution will proceed 
according to the original plan. 

I here, almost precisely in his own lan- 

ge, Chief Engineer Mulholland’s 
ucid and limpid description of early 
water discoveries and pristine efforts: 

Doubtless for a long period prior to 
the advent of civilization in what is 
now California the site of the present 
city of Los Angeles was inhabited by 
a primitive people, their selection of 
the site being due to the available 
water supply afforded by the Los An- 
geles River, a perennial stream having 
its source as such in the gravel beds of 
the San Fernando Valley. These 
gravel beds are charged intermittently 
by the precipitation in the surrounding 
mountains, and in small part on the 
floor of the valley itself.

Similarly all other portions 
of the Arid West, having like facilities 
in the way of water supply, without 
doubt formed the foci of human settle- 
ment. 

There are ample records of the early 
use of the Los Angeles River for agri- 
cultural purposes, and it is only within 
recent years, and due wholly to the 
great increase in population, that the 
canals and ditches that conveyed the 
water were abandoned for the reason

urban use, but also the demand for 
ater for domestic purposes absorbed 
a the available supply. 

| Until about the year 1895 the 
thought had scarcely entered the mind 

f a single individual concerned that 

he time was approaching when the 

city’s needs for domestic water would 
exceed the available supply. Two 
causes, working from opposite direc- 
tions toward the same point, brought 
the attention of our people to a sudden 
realization of impending scarcity. One 
of these was the rapid settlement and 
development for farming purposes of 
the fertile region in the east end of the 
San Fernando Valley, and the installa- 
tion there of powerful pumps for irriga- 
tion purposes. These pumps, drawing 
the water from the gravels which were 
supplying the Los Angeles River, had 
the immediately noticeable effect of 
diminishing the flow of the stream.

HE ships that sail the seven seas, or 

rather the big regular liners and tramp 
steamers that steam across the oceans of 
the earth, are all rapidly finding Los An- 
geles Harbor 4s an important port of call. 


About three months ago a big American’ 


steamer loaded 2,500,000 feet of California 
redwood destined for England. The war 
has made freights very high to all parts of 
the world, particularly to Western Europe. 
The American steamer chartered for this 
lumber business, the Edgar H. Vance, is 
said to be earning $300 a day. 

During the latter part of March the 
largest freight train ever sent out from San 
Pedro to Chicago was over the Salt Lake 
road, consisting of sixty-eight cars of hemp 
consigned to various factories in the Middle 
West. The hemp came from Manila on the 
steamer Robert Dollar. It consisted of 5000 
tons measurement, and the whole consign- 
ment will call for the use of 200 cars. The 
pay roll for labor in discharging the cargo 
amounted to all of $2000. 


Very Graceful Act. 

RS. HENRY E. HUNTINGTON some 

six weeks ago, when visiting San Fran- 
cisco, purchased a piece of ground valued at 
$275,000 and presenfed it to that city to be 
used as a park or children's playground. It 
is to be called Huntington Park, and a foun- 
tain or a statue is to be erected there in 
commemoration of her first husband, the 
late Collis P. Huntington. It is right in the 
center of the residence section. of the city, 
once occupied by the early-day millionaires, 
among whom were the Huntingtons and the 
other families of the “Big Four” who built 
the great railroad across the continent. 


Importance of Canning Industry. 

NE of the latest industries to feel the 

blighting effect of governmental investi- 
gation is that of canning food products for 
the use of the world. These investigations 
may be all right, in some instances may be 
necessary, and in all or most instances 
might be made beneficial. But that result 
would depend upon the attitude of the in- 
vestigators and their ability to do the work 
properly. Because a business is great is no 
proof that it is bad, and greatness in our 
business enterprises should certainly not 
be penalized by the government. Unless 
the government is sympathetic with busi- 
ness enterprises, instead of hostile to them, 
the results of these investigations will be 
mighty bad,for the whole country, for the 
producer, the packer, the middleman, the 
retailer, the consumer, and above all for the 
government. The American people may not 
know all about everything, and it may be 
possible to mislead them, but not for long. 

The canning business of the country is 
exceedingly important, and to no part of the 
country more than to California. The 
canned fruits, canned vegetables, canned 
fish, and other canned products of the State 
are scattered broadcast not only over the 
United States but pver the world. 

Recently at a meeting of the Western 
Association of Canners held at Chicago the 
secretary of the body, G. W. Drake, said 
this: “In case of war the canning industry 
could supply enough canned food to feed 
the greatest army the nation could possibly 
assemble. The 1,200,000,000 cans we turn 
out annually represent only one-third of 
the capacity of the country.” He further 
remarked that but for canned foods Chicago 
would starve to death in a week, and New 
York in three days. 

Mr. Drake said that a fair investigation 
of 2000 cases of alleged ptomaine poisoning 
from the use of canned foods did not de- 
velop a single authentic record of such pol- 
soning. The poisoning from the use of 
canned foods is all the fault of the users 
thereof. Here is a case under our own eyes. 
Some years ago a family up in the moun- 
tains above Ontario camping in the summer 
time was made sick by the use of canned 
pork and beans. Investigation showed that 
a case in which the canned goods were kept 
had been exposed day and night to the sun 
and other weather influences for nearly a 
week before using. 

Intelligent housewives know enough to 
keep their canned goods in a cool place away 
from the sun, and when once a can is opened 
to transfer all its contents at once to some 
earthenware vessel where the fear of min- 
eral poisoning will be removed. 


Shame on Santa Barbara. 

HE Santa Ynez River is a stream which 

comes down through Santa Barbara 
county into the ocean. Every such stream 
on the Pacific Coast from Southern Califor- 
nia to farthest Alaska is visited by more or 
less salmon in the spring, going up to the 
headwaters to spawn. 

The city of Santa Barbara has constructed 

a dam across the Santa Ynez River in order 
to impound water for municipal use. in 
building the wall ten feet above the bed of 
the stream they forgot the salmon and 
supplied no fish ladder for them to go up. 
The spring came, and dozens of big salmon 
came up and exhausted themselves, delib- 
erately committing suicide in trying to leap 
the wall to get up to the headwaters to 
spawn. It would be a very simple thing to 
supply a fish ladder, and it will be a double 
shame to Santa Barbara if it is not done. 
The Santa Ynez, to be sure, is not a large 
stream, and the number of salmon is not 
very great. But in addition to the fact that 
the salmon visiting the Santa Ynez add to 
the food-fish supply of the Coast, the dic- 
tates of common humanity appeal for sym- 
pathy for these mother fish going up the 
stream to propagate their race. 


Profit in Live Stock. 

HE terrible foot and mouth disease that | 

has been decimating the live stock of 
the country has made it necessary for Call- 
fornia to enact a law In an emergency way 
to forbid the importation into the State ex- 
cept under most rigid inspection of any 
kind of food animal, including chickens. 
The consequence is that poultry in the Los 
Angeles market has been rising in price 
until it is now worth at wholesale some- 
thing very near 30 cents a pound. The 
same influence is tending to increase the 
price of beef, mutton and pork. 

Here is an opportunity for California 
farmers to make money. Flesh foods have 
been climbing very rapidly for years past, 
and will still rise, whether there are em- 
bargoes upon importation into the States or 
not. The country is no longer able to pro- 
duce flesh food enough for its own inhab- 
itants and we are having to resort to im- 
portations to maintain the supply. It is a 
fact that this rise in the price of flesh foods 
is having an excellent influence on American 
life in lessening the consumption of such 
foods. When meat was cheap we consumed 
too much of it for our own good, both 
physical and mental. As a people we have 
become much more intelligent under the 
substitution of vegetables and fruits in part 
for our meat supply. But in spite of all the 
propaganda against the consumption of meat 
as food the American people still consume 
and still will consume more than they can 
produce in their own country, and this is 
true more of California than of most of the 
States. It would be better every way if our 
farmers would go into the production of 
live stock, if it consisted only in the keep 
ing of a couple of cows or half a dozen 
sheep or two or three pigs. There is money 
in the business, and the American farmer 
is finding it out to his own benefit. 


Santa Barbara Road System. 

T SANTA BARBARA, March 9, about a 

hundred delegates representing nearly 
every portion of the county assembled in 
the County Chamber of Commerce rooms to 
discuss the proposition of putting out a 
road-bond issue of a million dollars to run 
good highways through every section of the 
county. The delegates at the meeting were 
enthusiastic, every one of the hundred 
present, for the good roads: The Santa 
Barbarans realize that there is no use in 
trying to live without good roads in Califor- 
nia any more. The great system of State 
highways is about completed, and most of 
the counties have spent or are spending 
millions for the construction of good roads. 
There is no county in the State with greater 
or more fascinating attractions than Santa 
Barbara. It is known to millionaire tour- 
ists all over the United States, and it can 
scarcely do without good roads in these 
days of great tourist travel and of auto- 
mobiles. 


The Manufacturing Era. 


HE manufacturing era is upon us here 


in Los Angeles in good earnest. The inforced-concrete warehouse at Third and 
E. H. Judah Company is about to start here| Alameda streets, Los Angeles, at a cost of 
the largest feltsaturating plant on $135,000. 
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Coast for the manufacture of roofing felt. 
This factory is expected to employ about 
200 men. The same company is installing 
machinery for the manufacture of kalso- 
mine, cold-water paint, whiting and other : 
products for the paint trade.

From Our Own Correspondent. 


OSARIO (Argentina.)—The farmers of 

Argentina will greatly increase the size 

of their wheat farms this year. The 
planting season is in May, June and July, 
and within a few weeks the plows will be 
starting all over the Parana Basin. The big 
prices for wheat brought about by the war 
are bound to continue, and they will add tens 
of millions of dollars to the wealth of the 
country. The crop of last year, now being 
exported, is paying better than ever before; 
and the corn which they are harvesting will 
go to Burope by the millions of bushels. 

This port of Rosario is in the heart of the 
bread lands. It lies on the Parana River 
about 200 miles from Buenos Aires and about 
as far inland from the Atlantic Ocean as 
Pittsburgh. Ocean steamers sail for 200 
miles up the Rio de la Plata into the mouth 
of the Parana and thence wind about for 300 
miles to Rosario. The channel is so deep 
that great ships can reach Rosario at any 
time of the year, and they come here from 
all parts of Europe and from the United 
States for theid cargoes of grain. 

Since I was here, now fifteen years ago, 
great elevators have sprung up along the 
banks of the river, and the city now has fa- 
cilities for loading something like 200,000 
‘bushels a day. There is one elevator that 
takes in 500 tons of grain an hour, and an- 
other that fills the hold of a 4000-ton vessel 
in less than five hours. The biggest eleva- 
tor is seven stories high, with sixty silos on 
either side. The new port borders the 
banks of the Parana River for two miles 
and the new wharves are about a mile long. 
Under the wharves are warehouses which 
will hold 10,000,000 bushels of wheat, and on 
the high banks of the river, thirty feet and 
more above the water, there are other ware 
houses from which chutes carry the grain 
right down into the holds of the steamers. 

The city of Rosario stands on a bluff

As soon as the 
bags touch the chute they begin to descend, 
and they fairly gallop down the inclined 
trough into the steamer. They go at the 
rate of forty or fifty a minute, and make one 
think of galloping white mice, recalling the 
army of ten thousand rats that attacked and 
ate up Archbishop Hatto in his island on 
the Rhine. 


Rapid Handling. 


At the present time, the chutes are giving 
way to long pipes extending out from the 
elevators, and the wheat is delivered in 
bulk. A single elevator will have twenty 
or more such pipes, and a half-dozen ships 
can be loaded at once. The elevators are 
steadily increasing in- number and size. 
Many have been built at Buenos Aires. 
Those of the Central Argentine Railway 
there have a capacity of 200,000 tons, and 
they can discharge 20,000 tons per day. 
There are great elevators at Bahia Blanca, 
which is on the coast about ten hours south 
of Buenos Aires; and the government is now 
forcing the railroads to build warehouses 
for grain throughout the country, so that 
the Argentine will soon have a system of 
elevators like those of Canada and the 
United States. 

As it is now, nearly all of the grain 
comes to the market in bags of 155 pounds 
each. It is there carried in open cars cov- 
ered with canvas and is stacked in bags at 
the stations. There are no arrangements 
on the farms for storing the wheat, and the 
most of the grain is carted from the 
thresher to the railroad in enormous carts, 
which haul two or three tons at a load. 
These carts have wheels eight feet in diame- 
ter and tires four inches wide, and it re 
quires sixteen horses, or bullocks, to haul 
one of them. The chief marketing season is 
from January to May, when the roads are 
often rivers of mud. Some of the wheat is 
hauled as far as sixty miles to the railway, 
and the freight rate is about 10 cents per 
bushel. It costs Tor 8 cents to haul a 
bushel twenty miles, and in one place, 
where the distance is thirty-three miles, the

people and is rapidly growing. The town 
is right in the midst of the wheat lands. It 
is In the heart of the Parana Basin, and 
there are tens of millions of acreé of good 
farming country extending out on all sides. 
It ts the head of navigation for the Parana 
Basin, and grain can be brought here on the 
Parana and its tributaries from an area cov- 
ering many thousand square miles. Rosario 
is 400 miles inland from the ocean, and 
steamers drawing twenty-four feet sail right 
to the docks. It is estimated that about 
60 per cent. of the cereals of Argentina are 
tributary to Rosario and that they have a 
value of something like $600,000,000. 


Vast Fields. 


Il am amazed at the extent of the good 
farming lands of South America. This con- 
tinent is on the edge of its beginning as the 
world’s biggest bread basket, and from now 
on it will steadily grow as the chief spoon 
feeder of Europe and, later on, of the United 
States as well. The chief wheat supplies 
of the world come from its alluvial plains 
and great river valleys. That of the United 
States, which was about 800,000,000 bushels 
last year, was mostly from the basin of the 
Mississippi; that of British India, which 
was about half as much, came from the val- 
leys of the Ganges and the Indus; while that 
of Russia, amounting to more than 600,000, 
000 bushels, was from the alluvial plains 
built up by the Volga, the Don and the 
Dnieper. Another European bread basket is 
the Valley of the Danube, and another North 
American one is the Saskatchewan, which 
annually turns out something like 200,000,- 
000 bushels of Canadian wheat. 

The most of the wheat of South America 
is raised in the Valley of the Parana and 
earth washings of the Andes, which have 
built up the vast plains of Argentina known 
as the pampas. These plains cover hun- 
dreds of millions of acres, and they have 
produced almost 200,000,000 bushels of wheat

A VIRGEN DE LA SALUD, patron 

saint of that part of Mexico, appeared 

to human vision in a picturesque but 
lonely place on a road leading from Patz 
cuaro to Zacapu. The exact spot is marked 
by a rude monument and partially inclosed 
by boulders. The miraculous image of this 
saint, so noted for her miracles, rests in the 
parrochia, built with its walls three varas 
thick to withstand earthquakes. The vara 
is thirty-three English inches. The image 
is one of the most wonderful examples ex- 
tant of the craftsmanship of the Tarascans 
and was made soon after the Spanish con- 
quest, of corn pith. 

Patzcuaro was the ecclesiastical seat of 
the Tarascan empire. After the conquest it 
became the residence of wealthy Spanish 
nobles, and for three centuries was a famed 
mart for commerce between Acapulco on 
the Pacific coast and the great interior 
cities. Mule trains laden with stuffs from 
Asia wound their way over tortuous moun- 
tain passes, over the Espinazo del Diablo, 
just wide enough for the passage of one ant- 
mal at a time and with a sheer descent of 
thousands of feet on either aide. 
of Patscuaro were famed far and 
thronged with traders, who brought their 
wares from the City of Mexico and 
from as far as Vera Cruz. 

Zacapu, situated at the foot of lava beds 
on the edge of a dry lagoon, dates from the 
eleventh century. Then appeared on the 
lava beds above the present village that 
strange tribe of warlike people who con- 
quered and intermarried with the surround- 
ing Chichimecas.

Means of Communication. 


Like every other ship, our submarine 
must talk, hear and see. If the other party 
to the talk has wireless, they carry on their 
conversation in what has grown to be the 
natural way; but if not so equipped the 
captain or his signalman, standing on the 
bridge, uses flags, balls, cones and squares 
with whica to give the signals that are 
easily read by all navy ships close enough 
to see them. When under water another 
system intimately connected with that small 
stee! box is adopted. 

A few years ago, when submarines were 
young, they found it difficult to communi- 
cate with one another when either was sub- 
merged. They fell back on the principle 
that water is a good conductor of sound, 
which passes through water with four times 
the velocity that it does through air.

In order to keep the lens in the upper 
elbow clean, the. steersman occasionally 
washes it by sending the boat down a little. 
Of course, he knows that as long as light 
comes down the periscope the boat is not 
more than fifteen feet below the surface, 
but a dial near him at all times shows her 
depth, When submerged her navigator 
keeps his course by means of a compass, 
usually a gyroscopic compass, wh is not 
influenced by the magnetism of steel 
lying about it. 

This periscope, »o0 indispensable to 
submarine, creates a wake as she 
along which may betray her presence. As 
the periscope and its wake are much more 
plainly visible to an overhead observer; and 
as the form of the boat to a depth of 100 
feet is quite discernible to anyone a few 
hundred yards overhead, some claim that 
every ship should have at least two hydro- 
aeroplanes hovering about it, like fish hawks 
watching for prey, to detect the presence of 
the submarines. 

Rut the experts claim that if the sub- 
marine were on the surface—which it usu-

that, if the submarine were submerged, it 
would make no difference ff the observer in 
the plane should discover her presence, al- 
though the submarine’s attack is usually 
made elther at night or In the early morn- 
ing, when the aeroplane could not see the 
boat under any circumstances. 

In actual service the boats are uncomfort- 
able. When sailing on the surface they can 
be perfectly ventilated: bat at best the 
room is very circumscribed, and the deck is 
too small for free exercise. When the boat 
is submerged the air, if not foul, is not 
fresh, and there is not room in the hull for 
comfort. Ample provision for heating and 
cooking by electricity are made in the later 
boats. But in the earlier classes this was 
not perfected, and at times the condition 
was very hard. 


The Submarine’s Defense. 


The defense of the submarine is simple. 
She slips away from danger, either by div- 
ing or sinking out of sight to safety. A 
shot hitting her periscope—a very small tar- 
get—temporarily puts her out of submerged 
service, but does not sink her. She need be 


|but a few yards below the surface to be 


safe from gunfire. It is doubtful whether 
any bomb that could be carried by an aero- 
plane would be any damage to a submarine 
submerged so that only the periscope elbow 
projects above the surface. She can pass 
under and arouod the greatest superdread- 
naught with impunity, for it has no way of 
harming her. 

The submarine’s offensive is made with 
a torpedo. Just how this is operated and 
what its range from this class of ship is, 
“the good of the service” will not permit 
to be discussed, and an inquirer might as 
well ask the Sphinx as ask a naval man. 
But these facts are known—a«a _ torpedo, 
driven by compressed air and carrying an 
explosive which discharged below the water 
line against the side or bottom, will sink 
any ship that ever floated; i has an effec- 
tive range of at least 4000 yards—over two 
and a half miles—with such accuracy that 
practice scores of eight consecutive hits 
have been made against a battleship target. 
In actual work this accuracy cannot be 
maintained, because the flight of a torpedo 
is relatively slow, and the hostile ship, par- 
ticularly in the present Buropean war, is 
usually in motion. It takes a projectile 
from a gun about four seconds to travel 
4000 yards, and about five minutes for a tor- 
pedo to go the same distance. In that time 
a ship will move a mile.

Uniess its offensive force should be over- 
whelming it would never use its cannon 
against the attack of protected land batter- 
les; but it would undoubtedly seek the most 
weakly-defended place available, and make 
a landing, which it would endeavor to hold 
by the strength of its gunfire.

gos E of the principal and more diffi- 
cult legal questions and contentions 
involved in this great controversy have 
by request been very briefly stated 
below by W. B. Mathews, Esq., spe- 
cial counsel for the city during the en- 
tire long litigation. The statement 
makes a pertinent chapter in this bed- 
rock narrative: 
Before the Aqueduct Project was 

mn or conceived, the city had been 


fighting for years to establish and pro- 
tect its ancient pueblo rights to the 
waters of the Los Angeles River. This 


litigation embraced a series of suits 
starting forty years previously, each 
case being characterized by increased 
intensity as the river supply on which 
the city and the adjacent rural com- 
munities depended became more and 
more important and necessary. 
When the Aqueduct Project was 
conceived as an indispensable means of 
meeting the growing necessities of Los 
Angeles, it was found necessary, in or- 
der to take care of the legal require- 
ments of the undertaking, to amend the 
municipal charter, enact State statutes, 
and even secure legislation by the Con- 
gress of the United States and to 
change the Constitution of the State. 


As reasonably might have been ex- 
pected, the plan of the city to obtain 
from the Owens River Valley a supply 
of water sufficient for the needs of a 
large and growing city met with imme- 
diate and determined opposition from 
the people of that region, who felt that 
its water resources would be required 
for local purposes. Out of this situa- 
tion grew litigation to prevent the city 
from conveying from Owens River 
| Valley the water required for the Aque- 
duct. 

However, as the work of construc- 
tion proceeded, the people of that val- 
ley came to realize that their water re- 
sources were adequate for their own 
purposes, with an excess sufficient to 
give the city of Los Angeles all it pro- 
posed to take. This did not remove all 
the legal difficulties in that section. 
The streams from which the aqueduct 
supply is drawn afford many attractive 
} opportunities for power development, 
and as the city’s plan embraced, as an 
incidental feature, the generation of 
electric energy for the use of business 
in Los Angeles, certain power com- 
panies began to interpose legal obsta- 
cles in the way of injunction suits and 
protests in Federal Departments 
where the city was seeking rights of 
way. The city has not suffered a single 
decisive defeat in the courts on any of 
‘these cases or any reverse materially 
affecting the legal status of the Aque- 
duct. This is remarkable, considering 
that the building of the Aqueduct was 
carried on largely in hostile territory. 
There are still suits pending affecting 
the right of the city to divert and take 
the quantity of water contemplated 
from some of the streams but it may 
confidently be asserted that no suit is 
pending, or threatens, that will avail to 
keep the city from carrying out its full 
purpose. 

The suits recently decided, in which 
the introduction of the Aqueduct sup- 
ply into the city was sought to be en- 
joined, met certain defeat. The de- 
lense by the city might have been con- 
fined to legal technicalities, whereby 


could have been avoided; but the op- 
portunity to have the question of its 
purity clearly and searchingly tried was 
welcomed by the city with the result 
that the wise and just judgment of 
court just rendered, resting squarely 
upon overwhelming and convincing 
testimony, fully establishes the purity 
and wholesomeness of the Aqueduct 
supply. 

These suits were obviously not 
brought in good faith, but were illegal, 
indefensible and unholy assaults on the 


people’s water supply. 
Seinen should finish editorially : 

The imeasureless audacity of the 
combinations and single individuals 
who attempted to render useless an ex- 
penditure of about thirty millions of 
dollars, and to deprive this great city 
of more than half a million people of 
their right to pure mountain water for 
domestic use and the irrigation of their 
gardens, on the unfounded pretext that 
the water was or is unwholesome, was 
promptly baffled by Judge Works. The 
decision of that brave, able and honest 
jurist, which was printed in full in last 
Saturday’s Times, not only establishes 
clearly the right of the people of Los 
Angeles to the most valuable of all 
their public possessions, but it brands 
the speculators who made the effort to 
despoil them with a brand that can 
never be effaced. 

It is to be regretted that the real 
plaintiffs in the recent injunction suit 
cannot be identified with sufficient cer- 
tainty to enable the city to bring civil 
and criminal actions against them. 
They should be made to pay for their 
mendacity, and they would look well in 
manacles keeping the lock-step of fel- 
low convicts with the “expert” wit- 
nesses they suborned. 

It will occur to many who have read 
the decision and the evidence upon 
which it was based, that the only way 
in which the great water supply of Los 
Angeles could be polluted would be by 
causing the hired “doctors” and subsi- 
dized bacteriologists, and those who in- 
duced them to testify that Owens 
River water was “liquid manure,” to 
bathe daily in the Haiwee reservoir. 
The mephitic exudations from such 
people would poison the very River of 
Life. This criticism may seem a trifle 
severe, but it is fully justified. 

This newly-acquired and abundant 
supply of pure mountain water was 
designed, primarily, for the use of the 
people within the municipality of Los 
Angeles; the surplus that may be left 
after their domestic needs are met may 
legally be sold for irrigation to land 
owners, lessees or tenants in those 
districts contiguous to the outlet of the 
conduit which may hereafter volun- 
tarily vote themselves into the city 
with the concurrence of its own elec- 
tors. 

There is not a city in America or 
Europe that possesses a more abundant 
supply of pure, cold mountain water 
than the Owens River Aqueduct now 
brings into Los Angeles and its en- 
virons. There is no city where water 
is so plentiful and so cheap. There is 
none where every cottage as well as 
every mansion is nestled in gardens of 
foliage and flowers. There 1s none 
where ripe strawberries may be picked 
every day in the year, where Christmas 
roses uplift their red hearts to the sun- 
beams, and February lilies bare their 
white bosoms to the welcome moisture. 
Owens River brings us not only 
ample water for domestic uses and for 
making our lawns perpetually vernal ; 
it brings power to turn the wheels of 
factories; it brings heat to furnaces, 
and it makes the white light glow and 
throb in street, and shop, and bunga- 
low. And all at a cost so low as to be 
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Its course is free, and

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RAPIDLY GROWING. 


HE extent of the squab industry in 

Southern California is not appreciated 

by the average person, and while the 
industry has been growing by leaps and 
bounds in the past few years, it is neverthe- 
less still in its infancy. Cost of produc 
tion on big plants runs from $1.75 to $2 per 
dozen, while squabs are selling at from 
$3.50 to $5.50 per dozen according to size 
and quality. At a very conservative esti- 
mate 10,000 squabs a month are produced 
and consumed in Los Angeles and vicinity. 
The market is here, and under proper man- 
agement could be developed to three or four 
times this amount at even higher prices, as 
the experience of breeders furnishing the 
New York, Chicago and Boston markets has 
been that the larger the demand the higher 
the price. 

Large eastern markets are using thou- 
sands of squabs a day and the supply has 
never equalled the demand, which is for 
quality squabs at a good price. Birds that 
weigh from eight to ten pounds to the dosen 
dressed bring the best prices and are in the 
most demand. Among the breeds that pro- 
duce squabs that finish at these weights is 
the Carneaux—a breed that is a favorite 
among squab breeders, on account of its 
light skin and fast breeding proclivity. 
Not only for utility purposes are they noted, 
but they are a fancier’s bird as well. One's 
skill is often taxed to the utmost to get the 
proper mating to produce just the shade of 
color required, or the proper shape of head 
and body, for pigeons are judged as show 
birds on a scale of points the same as poul- 
try. 

Experience has taught that there are five 
essentials to the successful conduct of «a 
modern squab plant. The first is healthy, 
well-mated foundation stock; second, the 
best of feed and plenty of it; third, warm, 
dry lofts, with proper regard to sanitary 
conditions; fourth, plenty of clean water at 
all times; fifth, both the birds and their 
caretaker must have plenty of grit at all 
times.

The process of culling out the weak and 
undesirable specimens in the growing flocks 
should commence when the chicks are incu- 
bated and continued until the youngsters 
reach maturity. There is no profit in rear- 
ing weakly, emaciated, deformed and 
stunted birds; better get them out of the 
way and expend time and feed on those pos- 
sessing robust health and born with vigor 
affording a running chance to “amount | 


something.” The unpromising chick is at 
best an undesirable factor that in the inter- 
est of economy should be eliminated, 

The experienced breeder will know the 
wasters from the robust ones almost at 
sight, hence will require no instructions; 
the inexperienced, however, may be af- 
forded a word of caution. Broadly sdpeak- 
ing, all specimens possessing deformities 
which are constitutional and ineradicable 
should be removed. Often these are not al- 
ways descernible in the chicks, and may be 
such as not to affect table qualities. Hence 
these can be carried on until sufficiently ad- 
vanced to give them eating value, but no 
longer. General weakness, which may be 
due to bad management, and a want of phys- 
ical vigor in individual specimens, are 
causes for culling; these lagging ones, often 
spoiled in the growing, never make good 
birds, even under the best of care.

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Rose Culture. 


REST NECESSARY IN ORDER TO SE- 
CURE BEST RESULTS. 

N CALIFORNIA roses need the same 
| of rest that nature gives them 

where winter's cold renders all plant life 
dormant for several months each year. We 
seldom get good roses in summer, for the 
reason that the atmosphere is too hot and 
too dry, and after the heavy flower crop of 
winter and spring the plants need a period 
of rest in which to recuperate their vitality. 

In the warmer parts of the State one may 
have autumn and holiday roses if water is 
net given at all from the last day of June to 
not later than the first day of October, 
preferably pruning, and watering for the 
first time during the closing days of Septem- 
ber. If autumn roses are preferred it mat- 
ters not if leaves turn yellow or fall and 
bark on the smaller and younger growth be- 
comes shriveled; the plants are not necessa- 
rily distressed by such treatment, for the 
growth manifesting such change must all be 
cut away in any event. If rest is the only 
end in view, the plants need not for so long 
be deprived of water, or rest may be begun 
later, or a little water be given every 
month, In this case pruning is delayed un- 
til winter. 

All this presupposes that the rose beds 
are where they may be kept under proper 
control. If the plants are in the lawn, 
either singly or in beds good roses in large 
numbers will not result. Why anyone will 
consider rose plants for fundamental land- 
scape embellishment is very hard to under- 
stand, for rose bushes severely pruned and 
soil in constant cultivation or heavily 
muiched does not add to the finish of the 
landscape. There are other and more fit- 
ting places for growing rose bushes than 
may be found in any lawn. After being 
driven through a couple of years by almost 
daily watering of the surrounding grass, and. 
allowed no periods of rest, that rose plant is 
indeed hardy that will still return a bounti- 
ful crop of flowers. If you need shrubs for 
the lawn, the markets contain a goodly Va- 
riety of suitable material, coming, as many 
of them do, from lands where ordinary lawn 


conditions largely prevail. 


Fertilizer Season. 


T IS now the best season for feeding 
nearly every class and sort of plant life, 
as the need for plant food is now greater 
than at any other season. It may be that 
some flower beds may not with safety be dis- 
turbed, and if such is the case, scatter thinly 
on the surface some commercial fertilizer 
of heavy food value and carry the same 
down to the hungry roots by watering. 
Nitrate of soda and bone meal are both 
good “separates” to use, either dry or in 
solution, though but little of either should 
be given at one time. Many will argue that 
nitrate of soda is a stimulant rather than a 
plant food, but this is altogether an errone- 
ous impression. It is a highly-concentrated 
plant food. Does it not produce a fine, vig- 
orous, “healthful growth? Is this growth not 
a permanent gain? If so, it certainly is a 
food in the fullest sense of the word. Stimu- 
lants only are usually followed by detrimen- 
tal reaction, but stimulating food is always 
beneficial, even though the subject treated 
may subsequently starve from insufficient 

nourishment. 


Fertilizer for Bulbs. 


LOCAL bulb grower wishes to know 
what fertilizer to use on a general stock 

of bulks, tubers, corms, etc. 
It is usually conceded that of all special 
fertilizers, those found best for potatoes will 
do best for a general mixed stock of what 
is usually termed “bulbs.” One carrying 4 
per cent. of nitrogen, 8 per cent of phos- 
phoric acid and 10 per cent. of potash is 
made as follows: Nitrate of soda, 30 
pounds; sulphate of ammonia, 20 pounds; 
tankage, 100 pounds; acid phosphate, 250 
pounds; muriate of potash, 100 pounds; 
making a total of 500 pounds. Small gar- 
dens may easily use this formula by cutting 
off one cypher from each figure and reduc- 
ing the total weight to fifty pounds. Use

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Curing Diseases With Animal Organs. 
HE idea of using the organs of animals 
T to cure diseases of corresponding or- 
gans in man, is ancient. Even in the 
Dark Ages physicians gave their patients 
preparations of animals’ stomachs for stom- 
ach troubles, liver preparation for liver 
troubles, and so on. But this sort of ther- 
apy was ineffectual, partly, at least, because 
the functions of the various organs were 
not understood at that time, and also be- 
cause no method of chemical preparation 
of the organs was known. In a broad, gen- 
eral way, however, the method was theoretl- 
cally correct. And the most recent ad- 
vances in therapeutics are along somewhat 
similar lines. We do not feed patients bits 
of stomach, and liver, of course, but we do 
give them chemical preparations of these 
organs: also preparations of certain organs 
whose existence was absolutely unknown to 
medieval physicians. 
Moreover, the use of various organs in 
therapeutics is not confined to the internal 
administration of special preparations, but 


mous. For it 
gland is inactive, a state of idiocy or mental 
impairment results; and when it is over 
active, it produces great mental activity, 
and bodily growth. 

This is not mere speculative theory, but 
a fact that has been proved repeatedly by 
practical demonstrations. The demonstra- 
tions resulted from the death of a little 5- 
year-old German boy, whose size and men- 
tal development was that of a boy of 13. 
The autopsy revealed the fact that the pineal 
gland was of unusual size, and suggested 
that its increased activity might account for 
the boy’s remarkable mental and physical 
development. 

Acting on the suggestion that this infer- 
ence was correct, Profs. Dana and Berkeley 
began making experiments with the pineal 
glands of calves and young cattle. They 
first tried the experiment of feeding the 
dried pineal glands to young guinea pigs, 
rabbits, and kittens, picking alternate mem- 
bers of the same litters at random. The 
animals fed on the pineal preparation com-

Moth Balis in Warfare. 


A triple alliance of dangers and discom- 
forts—bullets, disease and vermin—always 
menaces the soldier. Bullets and diseases 
take their toll in lives; but vermin pile up 
such a mountain of discomforts that the old 
campaigner dreads their attacks quite as 
much as those of the other two enemies. 
The danger from bullets is only periodical; 
the most deadly of campaign diseases, ty- 
phoid and dysentery, are now largely pre 
ventable; but vermia the soldier has always 
with him. They infest his clothing, and 
swarm in his camps. 

In the present war, however, the armies 
are waging a pretty successful fight against 
these omnipresent enemies, with moth 
balls, or the napthalin powder from which 
the balls are made. For protecting bed- 
ding, the powder is used In the same man- 
ner as commonly employed to protect cloth- 
ing against moths. But the most approved 
method of protecting the clothing and body 
is to shake a teaspoonful of the pulverized 
powder into the collar around the neck each 
morning. This works down during_the day 
and covers the body. 

It isn’t the mere discomfort of the vermin 
that menaces the soldier, but the diseases 
they transmit. Typhus fever, or “camp 
fever,” is known to be transmitted in this 
manner. So that the moth ball is a prophy- 
lactic against deadly disease, as well as 
discomfort. 

Another way of protecting an army 
against camp fever is to clothe the soldiers 
in silk underwear. The vermin that trans 
mit the disease have a special aversion to 
silk, either because they cannot cling to a 
silk garment or on account of the smell] of 
the silk. This has been demonstrated re 
peatedly in individual cases, but thus far no 
nation has ever tried the experiment of 


clothing its armies tn silken underwear. 


Pneumatic Tool Diseases. 


Any departure from long-established 
methods of applying muscular energy is 
likely to result in physical diseases. Pneuw- 
matic tools, for example, which oscillate 
from 1000 to 2000 times per minute, are re- 
sponsible for some diseases unknown to 
workmen of the last generation. The dis 
ease most frequently produced is neuritis, 
but occasionally another type of nervous dis- 
ease, known as “dead fingers,” results. 

The workmen most likely to develop nevu- 
ritis are the operators of pneumatic drills, 
hammers, and chisels, where the hand is in 
close contact with the rapidly vibrating tool 
most of the time. It is a disease that re 
sembles rheumatism in the pain produced, 
and is frequently mistaken for this disease 
by the workman, particularly if he has beep 
subject to rheumatic twinges. But 8 is 
really a disease of irritated nerves, and the 
vibrating tool is directly responsible for this 
irritation. Once the trritation§ starts, it 
progresses steadily if the workman contin- 
ues to operate the tool. And even after the 
disease has apparently disappeared it often 
returns Immediately when work is resumed. 

The condition known as “dead fingers” is 
more likely to develop in the workmen who 
seperate pneumatic stone cutters. In this 
Jisease, as the name suggests, the work- 
man’s hands or fingers become cold and “Teel 
dead.” It is less painful than neuritis, but 
sometimes incapacitates the workman; and, 
like neuritis, is likely to return if the op- 
erator persists in using the tool. Workmen 
threatened with this disease are sometimes 
able to avert it by holding the hands in a 
solution of capsicum (“red pepper”) for a 
few minutes after the day's work is done.

Coffee has been the favorite beverage with 
soldiers for more than a century, because it 
lessens the strain of fatigue by stimulating 
the nervous system. Tea has almost pre 
cisely the same effect, and for the same rea-

A man was first sent out in a small canoe 
to find the school of fish in the shallow wa- 
ter at the border of the lagoon. 

Our implements consisted of a rope-like 
mass of leaves about 200 yards long, called 
a mwio, two or three dip nets, some spears 
made of ordinary round iron, and a few 
pieces of iron barrel hoop. The mwio was 
made from cocoanut leaves and served as 
a seine, but it was in reality nothing more 
than a long string of bark with the leaves 
projecting in every direction. The cocoa- 
nut leaf is like a wing feather of a fow!, 
twelve to sixteen feet long, except that the 
two sides are equal. This mwio was made 
by splitting each side of the leaf from the 
midrib, and then twisting these round the 
bark.’ 

We soon heard the man calling out that 
he had found the fish, and we all took our 
places in the boats, and started at once to 
get between them and the deeper water. 
When we approached the schoo! it had the 
appearance of a ledge of rock in the water. 

One of the men jumped out of the boat 
with an end of the mwio in his hand, and 
then another, and another. At first it was 
necessary for them to swim, for the water 
was beyond their depth. In a short time all 
of the mwio was in the water, and with it 
all of the party except two or three who 
remained to take care of the boat. At first 
the mwio was only slightly curved, but as 
the fish were driven farther from the deep 
water it was necessary to draw the ends 
nearer and nearer to each other, until they 
were finally brought together. We were 
constantly working the mwio and the in- 
clesed school of fish toward more shallow 
water. The fish kept swimming round and 
round to find a place of escape, and as they 
swam past we saw several good-sized sharks 
among them. Some of us were inclined to

We from the ship threw the 
fish that were to be our portion from the 
flatboat into our own boat, and the people of 
the island took their fish to the shore. The 
fish were something like mackerel, and were 
ten or twelve inches long. The people on 
shore built fires at once, and put the fish on 
the coals to cook. The next day they spread 
them out in the sun to dry. After being 
dried the fish will keep for weeks, or even 
months. 

Tt is needless to say that everyone on 
board the ship had all the fresh fish he 
wished to eat the next morning, and we 
salted enough to fill three or four empty, 
beef barrels.
